The Wonderful Trestle from Store to 
Shore Across Lake Pontchartraln. 
ow Orleans Picayune. 
On Sunday, a party, composed mainly of rail- 
oad officials and contractors interested in tho 
uilding of the New Orleans & Northeastern 
ailroad, took a trip across Lake Poutchartrain 
or the purpose of examining the great treetle- 
oik now in course of construction. The en- 
ro length of tho trostlewoik, when completed, 
ill bo twenty-one and a half miles. Tho die- 
ance comprises thirteen and a half miles from 
ooplo'a avenue canal to the Point, five and 
hroe quarter miles across tho lake and two 
ud four-tenths 
miles 
from 
tho 
north 


noro. All of the piling along the southern 
liore, with tho exception of about one mile, 
as been driven, and this division will be coin- 
letod by July 1. Of tho piling in tho lake 
wo and a quarter miles have been driven, and 
no mile of tho work is completed. The tros- 
,e on the north shore has boon finished some 
imo, and the rails are laid nine miles, or to 
3oarl rivor. The trestlework is all constructed 
f tor the sumo plan, except that the cross-ties 
re fartlier apart m the approaches than in 
ho bridge pioper, and that the timborused on 
lio lattor is all creosotod. The description of 
tie bridge will answer for the other work. 
This BU'ucture, which probably will bo tho 
ongest of the kind in tho United States, wdl 
Jsu be one of tho most substantial. Exports 
n railroad building pronounce the sections al- 
eady finished the most perfect specimens of 
i cello construction they have seen. The piled 
average sixty feet in length and aro driven 
about forty teet In each bent there aro four 
>ilos, and the bents are tifteen feet apart The 
iaps of tho piles aro twelve by fourteen niches, 
and the stringers aro six by sixteen inches, and 
broo of thorn on each side laid on edge. 
The 


jross-tioa are only foul inchob apart, and on 
horn are bolted stringers, which act aa guard 
rails. Tho ties form a secure docking to the 
rostlowoik, upon which tho wheels of a car 
could i un without danger of leaving tho bridge 
on account of the guard rails.

him 
just 
under 
the mouthland inflicting a probably fatal 
wound. The other desperado then fired 
and both started and ran for the river bank 
under a heavy fire from the sheriff and by • 
slanders. On their way the fugitives came 
across a farmer at work plowing, and, cut- 
ting the traces, mounted his horses and 
made for the Platte River, with a crowd of 
pursuers close behind. Reaching the Is- 
land, the desperadoes found a boat, and, 
getting into It, were pulling out into the 
stream, when Sheriff Gregg and his posse 
came up.

at them, the men tumbled over into tho

judgmentthe first shot fired, by whom we 
can not ascertain, precipitated the general 
shooting and consequent death. It is very 
evident to our mind*- that tho militia lacked 
that discipline that should exist in all mili- 
tary companies; we at the sume time fully 
realize the difficulty of such rigid discip- 
line with citizen soldiery as with those ot 
the regular service. If In this connection 
we are at liberty to do so, wo would sug- 
gest that, shouldsuch unfortunate circum- 
stances occur in the future as to cause a ne- 
cessity for military, strict and imperative 
orders be given to lire under no circum- 
stances except by authority of tho officer 
in command. With the facts before us we 
find that William Henderson came to his 
death oh the afternoon of the 28th day of 
May, A. D. 1888, near Reinecke's pit, No. 
1, in the county of St, Clalr and State of 
Illinois, while retreating, by a rifle ball fired 
ffom some one of the militia unknown to 
the jury, which shot was deemed unjusti- 
fiable.

When in the last throes 
of death he sprang from bis

sued, during which Anderson received his 
death wound. Even when dead tbe assas- 
sin cut and carved the body until

Old Indian Claims. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Congressman 
Stcele. of Indiana, is In the city to adjust 
an account for the Miami Indians, in which 
a curious error wax committed. It appears 
that the Indians gave the Government a 
receipt in full when they 
had only been 


partially paid. In 1849 a treaty was made 
with the Mi.imis l>y which they ceded to the 
United States certain lands, for which they 
were to be paid after thirty vears the sum 
of $3H),000, interest to be paid annually at 
5 per cent. AI the cud of this time they 
were to become citizens and receive lands 
in severally. The interest was paid each 
year until the last, when it went over. In

"Mosaic," WUB the caption of Miss PickioU's 


essny, and the uj-oiiuction was one which indi- 
cated that the young lady had devoted much 
time and care in its preparation. She traced 
man from "shore to shore," the cradle to the 
grave, declaring In the beginning, as an intro- 
ductory sentence, tbat Ijlfo la a variegated 
mosaic ol loves, labors, louses, ,1oys and tears. 
Tho essay was clothed 1n clear and beiiutiliil 
language, and impressed ihe auditors whhthe 
fact that the lair author is a close observer of 
human nature. 


The subject of Annie Lttsinbergor's essay 
was "The Secret of Success," a theme of spe- 
ehinntercsl; to every ambitious graduate and 
citizen who wouid thrive. The topic was log- 
ically silled and the essay showed that the 
young lady had given thu subject much care- 
ful thought. Success has been tho study of 
all generations, and yet how few have learned 
its secret. All have their plans, but how to 
obtain success is what nil wish to know. Some 
think nothing can be done without money, and 
that without money there is little chance of 
succe^P. Observation and history tell us that 
mam have risen i rora poverty to wealth, homr 
and fame. Education, though very useful, is 
not Mm same key to success. Some think that 
nil preparation lor success is useless, because 
everything depends upon luek. Buch persona 
need'more experience. We areot'ien inclined 
to think that if we were gifted with groat 
genius success would be easily attained. Gon- 
MiH never accomplishes anything alone ; it 
must lit-aided by patient, persevering thought 
and labor. This is illustrated In the lives ol 
our greatest historians and scientists—in 
the wiltings of the brilliant Macauicy, who 
v/as unwearied In his researches: it was the 
same with Sir Isaac Newton, one of the great- 
est of philosophers. It was not without irtvai 
effort and industry that he made his great ,iis- 
covericsol the laws of light and grin llallcm, 
Newton tells us that ho made his i1isemcni» 
by always th i nk ing about them, pat icnlly, e ire 
tnlly, siudiously. The genius of the^e uitm 
was great, but it win noi to genius ihat thej 
attributed their rtue.io-H--it Is to perseverance 
and this was Ihe M'i:ret of their triumphs. Pa 
tleut,ii»ln"tiilvui!.' toilavailethumcD,and if we 
do our work as well each day, as it there were 
no to-morrow in which we are always intend 
Ing to do so much bettor, we will surely meet 
with success. 


"Apparitions of Promised (;reatness" was 


the title of the forcible oration which was wel 
delivered by Lafayette Shelley. "By nature1 
will infancy isspent in happy unconseiou^nes 
of the trials that must iu after life tiul'all us 
To those early infant years succeed the halcy 
on days of childhood and youth, when appea 
those budding expectations that so oiten hea 
no fruit, and the poignant sorrows for hope 
unfulfilled stir the passions to their verj 
depths." The longing ambitions of man wer 
described 
ns his" apparitions of promlset 
greatness. '-Great events call for,and seem ii 
a way to produce grcnl men, while every epoc 
in the world's history is marked byarevolu 
tton of Ideas, to embody whleh Is suitable I'o 
the elevation of future generations, is th 
noblest employment of man. 
* 
* Inlth 
history of nations evidences • f unfulfilled pos 
sibillties confront us. 
* * Since a 1 are. 
equal, who shall bo supierne? This, forages, 
has been the pivotal point about which have 
revolved the contests of governor audgovern- 
ed, aud the history of the conflicts and muta- 
tions Of power, has ever proved a fruitful 
source of study and reflection." 
'Jho political 
abuses in the countries of Europe and in the 
United States received attention, the orator 
concluding with this peroration: "We may 
lose confidence In men, but not in huimuiiiy; 
in judges and law-givers, but not in just'ce: 
in princes and presidents, uut not in govern- 
ment and God. With His aN the fulfillment of 
all our promisee is in our own hands. 


"Tho mill will never grind 
With the water that is past," 


was the poetical subject of Miss Ida Booking- 
berry's beautifully composed essay. An old 
mill with the water rippling and rushing 
through it, was pictured. All about it may be 
observed objects that tell of usefulness that is 
past. The rippling stream flows on, tranquil, 
deep and still, but It does not return. So it is 
with the stream of time—carrying: everything 
away with it. Sometimes It is only a word, 
but the weight of words is mighty. A word of 
sympathy, or a word of flattery, has changed 
the current of n life; opportunities are of ten 


neglected and afterwards regretted. Thou- 
sands go through life always waiting for 
something to "turn up," never using orenjoy- 
ng that which is offered them, and when they 
come to the end they mourn that all too 
ate, they have learned the value of their 
opportunities. 
The closing portion of the 
iroduction contained sensible advice to those 
vho would profit by experience and— 


"All that thou canst call thine own 
Lies In thy to-day. 
Power, intellect and health 
Will not always last; 
The mill will never grind 
With the water that is past." 


"American Activity," by D. Will Heilman. 
t has come to be an axiom, that no people on 
earth can compare with Americans in activity 
—that nervous energy which grapples every 
ubjeot, overcomes every obstacle and utilizes 
Dveryoneof nature's forces. Onr conserva- 
ive English brethren, and our phlegmatic Ger- 
man cousins never cease to wonder at the 
fivaeity which characterizes those of ourcoun- 
rymen who, in their wanderings, peep into the 
ourt of Victoria or stroll through the iinpe- 
ial palace of Wilhelm. The ever onward 
march of progress, which makes its mark in 
he rearing ot Immense palaces of industry 
jid palatial dwelling places for our peoole, is 
10 stranger, even In Decatur, which by such 
irools shows that it is well forward in the race 
if activity run by ^ merican minor cities, Tho 
•eneral diffusion of 
political intelligence 
inong our people, the rapid rise andfullof 
political leaders, the commercial and literary 
phenomena that characterize our every day 
ile, alt are but the accumulated evidence of 
he rapidity with which Americans think and 
et. But whllo we raiy felicitate ourselves 


upon the wonderful activtly which permeates 
.11 departments of American life, while we 
TOW rapidly, wo wear out just as fast, and 
hat to the intense activity of this sort of oils- 
cnce are ti be attributed the gray heads that 
it upon middlo-ugei shoulders, the early de- 
ay, Hie untimely death of so many of our 
most prominent men. We do not give heed 
nough to the adage.' Sweet flowers are slow, 
nd weeds make haste to grow." 
Will. Hoilman was excused from delivering 
his oration. 


" Behind the Scenes," was the srbjcot of 
Lottie E. Eicholtz's excellent essay, which be- 
fan with "A maiden in her teens will now 
irencnt behind the scenes." In our daily 
walk through life we behold scene after scene 
hutcharms the eye with its sublime grandeur 
>r its rare unequalled beauty, and were we 
jowerless to rend the veil and peep behind, 
ur llrst sweet impressions would remain un- 
listurbod and earth would indeed seem a para- 
lise. The calm scene on the stage as observed 
by the audience was pictured, but the essayist 
ould say nothing of the worry and flutter 
}ver the graduates' new suits for the occasion; 
nothing of the sleepless nights spent in pre- 
mring lessons, or of the half-eaten breaklasts 
and no dinners might have been added) for 
'ear of being tardy, and so disturbing the 
equanimity ottbe teachers. "Every business 
Inn, every banking and iuHuranceinstltution 
ind every family is a secret society behind the 
cones." The hypocrisies in business, family 
ind social affairs were outlined in a familiar 
vay, the essayist concluding with: "And so 
t is with allot' us in this world's arena. Their 
rue nature is hidden from searching view; 
nasks and luces go together." Ill would it 
are with us, rich or poor, to unveil the heart 
vith its secret, woe; the cares and troubles 
hat most endure. 
"And now my friends, if you would know 
What people are—a way I'll show: 
The very best, the only means— 
So just to look "Behind the Scenes." 


The esssaysby Ida Hockingberry and Laura 
. Eicholt/., given above, were not read, the 


authors being excused, as they engaged in 
ingiug. 


Duet—"Life's llreain is O'er"—Asilirr—by 
llfases Hockingborry and Eleholtz. 
Hattie A. Abbott's subject was "Efftctof 
nlluence." Our Journey through life- is o'er 
i thorny path, or throughaflowerydalc. From 
his we glean our needed experiences wnich, 
lard and uncompromising as they may seem, 
reindispensilbleln the formingof our charac- 
er. They iir(s all we have to carry forward 
with us. They are a pan of ourselves. The 
'Xperiences.il the past are ourtreasures. The 
uture holds the heacon light that lends us on. 
dan is of a plastic nature,subjectto be mould- 
d just as ditFrrent forces are brought to bear 
ipon him. Our thoughts, words and actions 
iclp to form our character, and the example 
we set has its effect on the rising generation, 
or: "No action, whether foul or lair, Is ever , 
lone, but It loaves somewhere a record written ' 
»y fingers ghostly." Then lot us look well to 
air action*) and see that our example is good, 
or as the whole people are affected by the vices 
it' great men, so they are likewise reformed 
>y their virtues. The essayist directed aiten- 
ion to tiie course of parents m considering: 
lie moral and Intellectual influences into 
which their children are tlirown, and stated 
hat one does not need to be prominent in the 
alghtof men to be an important factor in sj- 
Biety. We all know the effects of intemper- 
nee and immorality. Horace Maun says: 
'Let there be an entire abstinence from toitox- 
catmg drinks throughout the country durine 
ho period ot one generation and a mob would 
te as Impossible as combustion without oxy- 
gen." This was one of tlio best essays, and 
was well delivered. 


Germans in Civilization/' Tvas thotopicof 


Max Westcrmann's oration. Civilization first 
ooked in upon tho Germans while Homo was 
yet at, the height of her power. After her 
ictoriou0 legions had triumphed over every 
mt.on with which they had come in conflict 
jhe turned her attention to the unknown 
countries to the northward, and here found a 
'oeman wor. by ol! her steel. Tile llowcr ot 
ttoman chivalry met the nglil-haired barbari- 
ins. and after a struggle more desperate thau 
any they had ever known before tlie Ger- 
mans were turned back. 
But Homo had 
'ound txn enemy slio wa-i ever destined to fear, 
and she constantly dreaded the blue-eyed, 
vigorous nut ions Irom beyond the Alps. And 
when the Until downfall of Home came it was 
but a type, of the victory of German learning. 
As the crowned heads of every country in 
o are of German desco it; asGerma 


polity Is paramount m every lending country 
of the globe, even in Anglo-Saxon America, 
so is German learning recognized everywhere 
as authority. 
Relying upon no previous in- 
vestigations, the Gonna i tcholnr has made all 
researches for himself. 
He has refused to 
accept any tlieory not lounded on observa- 
tion, experiment and reason, and has been 
above all thorough in his work. There 19 not a 
aingle branch of learning In which the Ger- 
mans havo not at some time excelled, and in 
painting, music and poetry they havo always 
stood high among the nations. They have 
realiz -d tliat.Iwhile nations may rise anil fall, 
scientilic truths endure forever. The deliv- 
ery was earnest <uid effective, ami was well 
received by tlie many admirers of the "Twins." 


Christie Sanderson presented a well written 
dissertation on "Contrast." The world is 
full of contrast. If it wore not the beauties (if 
[>ur nature would be few indeed, and life 
would be very wotirisome. The contrasts to 
be found in tlie varied beauties of nature, in 
the summer and winter seasons, were pictured 
in well chosen words and rounded sentences. 
"Tlie contrast that takes place in a day is wor- 
thy of notice. The sun as it rolls up on the 
eastern horizon is a signal for the hurrying 
to and fro ol thousands of human beings, each 
one of which has some particular object in 
view. Time passes almost unheeded by the 
busy t,brong. The sun at last sinks out ol 
sight. Tho moon throws down her silvery rays 
from anove. The great mass of humanity 
seems to have disappeared from the earth. The 
world is now peacefully slumbering. It would 
have been almost Impossible a lew ^horl hours 
before, when in the vigor with wh'eh li'e was 
carried on, to tuink of this contrast taking 
place. 
The greatest of all contrasts is that 
between our home hero on earth and our prom- 
ised home of the future. We consider this life 
beautiful, but words cannot express nor our 
mind conceive the grandeur of the hereafter. 


Lewis Hace seleoud for the subject of bis 
thoughtful oration "Foreign Immigration," 
whlcn is considered among the most import- 
ant elements in the progress of the United 
States. The discovery of America opened a 
vast new field lor immigration, of which the 
Spanish took immediate ad\antage; and later 
tho British, the French, the Dutch and the 
Germans. Thu greatest immigration fields of 
the present day are the territories of the 
United States and the British provinces of 
N"onh America. There is a great difference 
between provinces suitable for immigration. 
InHia, 1or instance, the greatest dependency 
of the Itritish, offers no inducements to the 
iui'tslgrunm. because almost every kind of 
work Is done In someway bylhe natives much 
clicupcr than it could be done by other people. 
Soil and climate have very much to do in the 
progress of a country, and also in determin- 
ing (he choice for those persons iu search of a 
future home; but the institutions, govern- 
ments laws and rulers, much more. America 
Is blessed with all these favoring necessities, 
and what could be a better policy than that of 
promoting the increase of population? Peo- 
ple form the strength and constitute the 
wealth of a nation. The great mass of people 
coining to this country are those who want to 
make homes for themselves. 
They want a 
free country and lasting peace, and unless 
they can see a fair promise of thin they will 
not come. This country offers every induce- 
ment to the immigrant. There is n vast terri- 
tory in America to be settled, and thr-re H iu: 
abundance of work to be performed. All 
from; any and every country, are cordially 
welcomed whenever they show aiiydispo-ntioi 
to become permanent settlers and industi loos 
citizens. Henoe people are pouring into this 
country from various portions of the i?!ub< 
j 


bearing with thejii Improved stock and better 
implements, and in course of time they wil 
largely increase the value of the laud. U 
have men of brawn to advance Inemateria 
interests of a country; men of brain to assis 
in her counsels. Let America offer such in 
ducements as will draw hither from theolt 
world the l)&*t elements of her overerowde* 
population, and let her have no fears as to the 
danger of over-immigration. 
"True Politeness" was the c»ption of Blanch' 
G*saway's recitation. Manners ID every cour 
are different and susceptible to change, bu 
true politeness is everywhere chamreab e 
ttank and riches have no connection whateve 
with true gentlemanly qualities, and tba 
politeness whicli is the outcome ofairooil 
pure heart, is acknowledged as a jew i o 
great price. True politeness was defined a 
being characterized by a gentleness in roan 
ner. u respect for age, a strict sense of rigb 
and wrong, and a great c-ire for the feelinir 
of others. A true gentleman never intention 
ai:y wounds the feelings of a friend, or men 
tlona Anything whicli may be unpleasant n 
cause a moment, of sorrow; but through hi 
whole conduct may IK traced a delicate fee 
ing of regard for his fellow-beings. In child 
hood man's nature is compared to a youn 
tree, which may be bent at will, but as ol 
age creeps on his habits b<>come a part o 
himself nna ho may then b<^ compared to 
vessel of burnt pottery, on which the figure 
can never be erased after it is once glazec 
Pure, chaste conversation, is no deapisable ele 
ment of true womanhood.

Miss Gasaway declaimed Nasby's "Hannah 


Jane,"and was excused from reading her essay. 


Sherman McClelland gave a vocal solo, "Thy 


Sentinel Am I," and was excused from deliv- 
ering his oration on "The Limitation of Human 
Knowledge," of which the following Is a syn- 
opsis: Far distant in tho line of human re- 
search there is a limit beyond which it 18 Im- 
possible for man to advance. A keen imagina- 
tion will often enable us to penetrate far into 
the shadowy future, but it Is only a flash of the 
Intangible before our mental vision that for a 
moment seems real. It is the intoxication of 
a pleasing reverie, from which we finally 
awake to tho prosy real. We have a beautiful 
and expressive language, but it is inadequate 
to an exact portraiture of every shade and fea- 
ture of each fine feeling. With the f 'r-reach- 
fng: telescope we may bring within tbe range 
of our vision invisible worlds, and astronomy 
teaches ns that they move according to some 
natural law, but why we cannot tell. Natural 
philosophy explains the mechanism and func- 
tions ot the oar, and mental philosophy ex- 
plains tbe effect, but between tbe mechanism 
and effect there is something that is incapable 
of explanation. Wo speak of the great force 
of electricity, but what it is has never been 
discovered yet. It is, therefore, wrong to as- 
.cribe unlimited power to man. for he can cre- 
ate absolutely nothing. He can onlv utilize 
the beautiful gifts of n kind rather—can only 
make the elements of nature subservient to 
his will. Humanambitlonoftenattemptsthat 
which is denied bv- nature, reason and God. 
"The sculptor wields the chisel and the strick- 
en marble grows to beauty," but it remains 
forever a silent, motionless figure. Man may 
discover and invent un il all the gifts of nature 
are transformed to serve his w>ints, but he 
never has created nor never can create one 
object. 


"Symbols" was tbo caption of Alice Irnbc- 
den's essay, which was clothed in beautiful 
and forcible language. There are symbols 
everywhere. 
Nature speaks to tho humau 


mind in a language ot symbols. The rustling 
of the dry and faded leaves, the drooping: of 
the tlower forsaken by the summer sun, the 
silence of tho merry bird—all tell us the winter 
days are near. Then beneath a cloak of purity 
all life is seemingly wrapped in slumber. Bu t 
soon this cloak vanishes from our sight and 
the earth is once more clothed in green. Tho 
flowers, awakening- from their long slumber, 
lift up their heads, filling the air with fra- 
grance. The bee, tempted fiom his winter 
home, tells us not to lose one moment of timo. 
As in the face of Nature are shown the won- 
drous wisdom of our Father, so In the counte- 
nance of man is pictured his daily life. Lan- 
guage is symbolic of our thoughts, for as we 
arc so is our speech. The disposition peeps 
through our words in spite of ourselves, and 
malignity and bitternessof soul, however care- 
fully cloaked, are betrayed. Character is our 
collected thoughts, deeds and actions. With 
character we trace tho past and brave the 
future. Tho stars and stripes bind tho hearts 
of a mighty people in one grand union. They 
are symbolic of Freedom's chosen land, rever- 
enced at homo by the rich and poor, ignorant 
and educated alike, thrilling each heart with 
patriotism. To the home of the heathen the 
old flag brings glad tidings of a Christian peo- 
ple. 
Thus are symbols everywhere. But 
words without thoughts are empty and void. 
So symbols without foundation are vague and 
deceptive. Our lias Is the pride of the nation, 
but without that, unity, justice and freedom, 
it is our disgrace. We guard our language 
and defend our reputation, but if wo live true 
and honest lives, language and reputation will 
take care of themselves. 


After a short recess, Misses Sallio McCall and 


Alevia Archer and Howard Diller sang Maz- 
zinghi'x trio, "Ye Shepherds, Tell Mo." 


"Three Hundred Years'Ago," was the sub- 
ject of an interesting essay by Uzzie Oast- 
man, 
the first child of the Superintendent to 


graduate. It was stated that there have been 
since the beginning of the Christian era, three 
periods of great advance which have shone 
oith like beacon lights upon tbe surrounding 
arkncss. Too first was the Augustan ago; the 
econd tho time of "Good Queen Bess;" and 
ho third, in our century, has not yet reached 
s limit. History tells us that tho past contu- 
les were times of turmoil and change. The 
rdcr that came out of the chaos that existed 
uringthc reign of Elizabeth, the first Protcst- 
nt sovereign, wore outlined, and the changes 
n the progress and the enlightenment of the 
world since 300 years ago, wero mentioned in 
rdor. "Tho English language received its 
ertcction in the strong prose of Hooke, the 
uuslcal verse of Spencer, and the wondertul 
ictures of human character which the bard ol 
Vvon wrought into his plays. So in every 
epartmcnt—in literature, in science, in the 
lecbanical arts, and upon the broad seas ot 
Iscovcry—were great men whose fame still 
enmins undimmcd, but there wore many oth- 
rs whose genius would have been illumined 
j a loss fin ored age, and some rays of it 
light have endured until our own day, had it 
ot been for their great cotomporaries, with 
rtiom they united to shed an unparalleled 
ustre upon the reign of the Virgin queen." 


A declamation, "The King's Missive—1605," 
y Whittler, delivered splendidly by Arthur 
. Kaco. 
Arthur C. Knee, having entertained tbe au- 
ience with a declamation, was excused from 
clivering his oration on "Tho America of tbo 
^uturo." Below we give a synopsis ol the 
houghtful paper: "America, like all other 
ountries, has its past which, though short, 
as been eventful. It is not longcoinpura- 
ively since Columbus, overcoming all oppo- 
ition and discouragements, gained and took 
ossession of these promising shores, and, 
rlt\i that same spirit of determination and 
ravery which he exhibited, have the people 
truggled, endured, progressed and prospered 
ntll to-day we are a nation among nations. 
Jut this rank was not attained with that ease 
nd comfort cvhlch to-day surrounds us and 
ttcnds [a new enterprise." Difficulties with- 
ut number wore overcome, all by that sumo 
pirit of enterprise and persoverenee which 
o-day marks the American. "Evnr since the 
Ignlng of tho Declaration of Independence 
here liai been one grand march of improve- 
ment. First towns,cities and states have been 
ottled, facilities for learning made easy and 
nany public institutions founded." Compare 
he past w.th the present and we can realize 
he advantages <>t the different improvements 
n grand America. 
Wo note tho march or 
mprovpuicnt in machinery, in ihe telegraph 
ml cubic, and the telephone, which luiturwe 
low htive only in rudimentary lorm, and 
vhlch in the fuiuri' will supplant the tek- 
ifraph. Tho America <>l the future islult ot 
immlHo. Every generation will bo wiser, and 
lie inventions will crowd upon us so fast, and 
ome Yankee will build n bridge over the 
Atlantic, coiHlruet u tunnel beneath itand 
ig-ht up the cirtire ocean by o'cctric light, so 
hat night will b<> MS bright as day. Flying 
naehines will be built in which we can go to 
.he Old World daily, ami many other ustonlsh- 
ngcliiiiM'es will be inaoe. "Ttio more popu- 
iil ion iiicretiHCS the more need there is of in- 
titutions of learning. 
Tlie population is 
bound to Increase Irom M "00 OO'J to lui>,<JOO,OUO, 
mid possibly to 15U,UUU,Ut.O, and the necessity 
>fmere educational institutes Is more uppu- 
out every day. Every year the customs and 
mbits change so that if we, like Kip Van WIn- 
kle, wore to sleep till some point in the future, 
wo would be a groat, deal more astonished 
ban he was, because the chunge beyond a 
doubt will be greater.' 


•Silent Cities," by Anna Hcnklo. This essay 


was a well-written comparison of the silence 
vhieh characterizes the cities of the present, 
after tbe busy labors ol theday arc over, with 
none buried cities of antiquity, Horculaneum 
and 1'ompeil, which tbe ashes of Vesuvius 
•hut out from mortal Might for so many cen- 
turies. The essayist also referred to the won- 
ders of those submarine cities, lying beneath 
the waves and unapproachable by man, but 
peopled with tho fanciful creatures of Nop- 
une and tilled with their mythical abodes.— 
fho home of tbe mermaid, the regions where 
he coral, the pearl and the emerald are plen- 
tliul as the sands of the seashore, and where 
sea-urchins and star-fish and polyps have their 
silent homes were graphically described. The 
essay closed with a touching reference to tho 
silent cities of tbo dead.

"Criticism"—by Laura Mahannah. Criticism 
is universal. Everybody criticises somebody, 
and is criticized in return. No attribute or 
circumstance will secure its possessor against 
t, for envy is one of tbe most powerful In- 
:cnlives to criticism, and, like death. It loves a 
,bini''g mark. Boast as we may of our Inde- 
pendence, and our Indifference as to what tbe 
world may say or think of us, we arc ail eaie- 
f ul not to provoke comment. This stK.u d be 
a warning to us not to be too free with our 
own disposit on to comment upon tho foibles 
and frailties of others. Criticism, h >wever, 
is not always unfriendly, for be is indeed a 
friend who IB willing, tor our sakt;;», who cull 
nut bee ourselves as others see us, TO point out. 
to our foolish selves, our own foibles. Com- 
mend us to Bitch criticism, whleh, when they 
become universal, will bring witfr them the 
long prophesied "era of good f 'eliug." The 
subject was well sifted. 


"Modern Skepticism" was tbe subject of 


Fritz Westermaon's oration. The sentiments 
expressed in the production were considerec 
objectionable'by the teachers and Kntz was 
not permitted to deliver it. Wegiveasyuop 
tis of the oration: 


In the history of mankind no bondage has 
been so complete and none so contemptible tu 
that which presumes to dictate what men shal 
think, study and believe. Centuries ago this 
bondage had full sway, andtreedom froml 
was only achieved through the Influence o 
skepticism, which ref usca to be ho>>dwhiked 
or to believe things thnt could not be proved 
For many centuries man worshipped organic 
substances, and, as be began to appreciati 
magnitudes, he worshipped the sun and othe. 
heavenly bodies. Then, as he did not under 
stand tlie immutable laws which govern 
Nature, he ascribed to intelligent beings what 
ever he oould not explain. It was easy for bioi 
to attribute natural results to aupernatura 
causes, and it was not until his mind develop- 
ed that he cast aside these il lusions and sough 
for more substantial theories. Centuries lit 
fore the Christian era the Greeks saw th 
errors of their ancient faith, and their philos 
phers, iu tbeir search for truth, beheld th 
Incongruities of their belief. 
Skepticism 
spread from scholars to people, and Jupite 
was dethroned and gave place to reason 
While man believes ho is right he seeks IK 
farther, but unbelief is the beginning of in 
quiry and of science. When the Christian 
Church, under Constantino, became1 supreme 
all learning apart from the Scriptures was de 
dared profane, and the last remnant of th 
Alexandrian museum was destroyed by orde 
of the emperor. The papal powers saw tba 
to preserve their authority they must repress 
all erudition among the people, nnd it was no 
until the Invention of the printing press tba 
skepticism again exhibited its Influence. Dis 
belief then spread through Europe, and th 
people were rip« to receive the teachings o 
Luther. Protestantism was tbu* the result o 


kepticisn), and as It gained (rrotlnd more 
reedom of -thought was tolerated and free 
thinkers gave their theories to the people. 
Science and religion are not irreconcilable, 
ut, ere theyjcan be reconciled, the improbabUi 
n religion must be cast out. Skepticism 
s the spirit of inquiry—theology of faith. 
To the one inquiry is an agent, to the other a 
rime. Wo owe to skepticism that spirit of 
nquiry which has resulted In giving so many 
truths to man. It has deprived the laws of 
fature of the mystery with which they were 
nvolved, but it has given them a more beau- 
aful form in showing the truth. " And now, 
when doubt conflicts with our beliefs and 
ireatens. to tear us from them, let us neither 
y before its approach nor yield reluctantly to 
s power; butlet us welcome it and harbor it 
f we must, confident that, though life Is but a 
ividi dream and the endless sleep of death a 
old but welcome relief, we may, if we but 
hoose, exhibit in our lives all that is best, 
oblest and most beautiful that can be pic- 
ured in tbo mind of man." 
Pet Buckingham read In clear and distinct 
tones a decidedly original and entertaining 
ssay, properly named "The Soliloquy of the 
phinx/' we wish wo could give place to the 
ntire production, but we cau only find room 
or sample sentences: "So I puzzle mankind. 
Why shouldn't 1? Such a stay at homo body 
as I have always been! But 1 am puzzled 
nore than anyone ns I look out over tbe ceu- 
uries an investigating committee of one. I 
m amazed at myself. I am the Egyptian 
phinx, the stately enigma. I am memory's 
etrospective, wrought into visible and tangi- 
leform. These cold, gray eyes look stead- 
astly back upon the things they knew before 
tstory was born. * » * I have seen Egypt 
ovcrned by most of the ancient nations, each 
csembling the other In naught save tyranny 
nd oppression. I have seen time carry away 
enerations. They are borne away and swal- 
owed up in tho flood, and scarcely a trace of 
lem can be found except a few upon whom 
ortune smiled. Ah! that reminds me of some 
f the favored ones, recollections of whom 
ow march majestically before my vision, 
'he procession is headed by Pharaoh and his 
ounsellor. Joseph, who were tbe first to or- 
anlzo a corner on wheat. Next came Cam- 
yses, who lost his popularity with his respect, 
or the gods, and then Alexander, who while 
e was visiting me concluded ho was a god, 
ud lost his life by his dissipation in celebrat- 
ng a funeral. Then came Mahomet, who 
aw the seven heavens, and promulgated the 
trange idea that If his peopledicd nghtlng for 
eliglon their souls would go immediately to 
eaven. And rushing ou with the thought 
Hat the world is watching him, is Napoleon, 
he restless man of fato, who rose from ob- 
curity to the tbrono of France, nnd demon- 
trated at my feet the great prodigy in military 
cionce, the hollow square. Thousands of 
thers, brilliant, illustrious.ignobleauddebas- 
d, march by. * * Tho encroachments of 
Imo sit lightly on my form; but I suffer in 
ny personal appearance from the ravaging 
ttacks of the ingenious and audacious niod- 
rn relic fiend. They have battered my face 
mtil I present the appearance of a recently 
ccovered small-pox patient, and chipped my 
ose until there is scarcely enough left to 
'low. It is shockingly sad to see my right to 
uard tho dTielisks sot aside, and those grand 
nastetpicces scattered over the world as mc- 
•nentoes of friendship. Even the Pope took 
anue, and the United States, hearing that 
Egypt was contemplating bestowing one on 
or, sent Immodatcly for it. They are so avu- 
icious. I really think if tho Khedive should 
tier tho Pyramids or me, they would invent 
omc method for our transportation. * * 
Egypt, with her decayed grandeur, and Persia, 
vith her tire worshippers, cannot restrain men 
ud women from thinking for themselves. So 
, the Sphinx, behold nations and their pros- 
ects in my reveries, and live over in thoughts 
ays long departed, and bring into eonipre- 
onsive combination the possibility of human 
Utilization. No wonder that I,the Sphinx, with 
he post in my memory, tho present In my 
rasp, and the future in my forecast, should 
oiilociuizc, and that elegantly, concerning the 
uture of the race. No wonder that human 
eings should quiz my prognostic visage, NO 
ubllmo and peculiar. 


•Time" was the subject of an effective and 
omowbat amusing oration by Everett J. 
irown. "Probaby no word in the English vo- 
atiulary has a more forcible meaning, and no 
gent takes a more active part in tbe transl'or- 
latlon of every nation, civilization, language 
nd people, than time. In tracing time from 
ho past to tho present, tbo human mind is 
transported along a mighty journey which we 
carccly realize." Tbe orator referred briefly 
o tho life and death ot great men, the rise and 
all of empires, and stated that in one genera- 
ion we see America a wilderness, inhabited 
nly by a roving race of untutored savages, 
?ilh scarcely any form of government: no 
teraturc, no science, and no established laws. 
n another we see that Kcpublic, that "Land of 
Abcrty," a Nation, with the most enlightened 
orm of efvili/.ation, practicing the highest 
ystcm of. the agricultural and mechanical 
its and enjoying that freedom of law and 
eiigion which is obtainable only under tho 
ust rule of a Republican government. We 
houid not forget tho fleeting moments which 
urn youth with its native bloom of health 
nd its quick and1 elastic step into decrepit 
go with a lace deeply furrowed with the 
vrinkles of timo and a trembling frame 
?hlch is hardly supportable. We should not 
ie behind in any relation in life. It was this 
vil that caused the downfall of Napoleon, and 
vhich daily causes fatal railroad and marine 
Isasters. Tho word time occurs over 150 times 
n tho Bible, and there are 31 "times" in one 
hauler, and timo is a word often used.
